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Continuation of 2. NOTE: 

Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. Ferrell does disclose feedback on the precision at which the user replicates speech. Ferrell 
provides an example where the response is "Ron, that's close, let's try it again." This response reflects a degree precision. Moreover, 
confidence meter icon 84 quantifies the degree of precision. 

It is implicit in all speech recognition systems that input speech is compared to a model. The Free On-Line Dictionary of Computing 
defines speech recognition as 'The Identification of spoken words by a machine. The spoken words are digitised (turned into sequence of 
numbers) and matched against coded dictionaries in order to identify the words." Here, the coded dictionaries are the same as models. It 
is arbitrary whether one refers to what the spoken words are compared to as models, dictionaries, templates, etc. Ferrell discloses 
vocabulary elements which are phonemes, so it must follow that speech recognition is performed by comparing to phoneme models. 

Ferrell displays confidence measures, and any confidence measure must reflect the correctness of the component ("each portion") 
vocabulary elements, e.g. phonemes. 
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
